Paul Kruger, poker-faced last 
dent of the Boer Republic, 
‘who firmly belived that the 
world was flat was known (to 
our grandfathers as “Oom” 
(Uncle) Paul. His connection 
with Lloyd's of London was the 
insurance of part of his treasure 
that still lies at the bottom of 
the sea off the east coast of 
Africa. 

In 18687, twelve years before 
President Kruger thought he 
could fight and beat the British 
Empire, there had been a gold 
rush to South Africa where dia- 
monds had long since been found. 
The Boer Government had not 
done so well out of the diamonds; 
but there is no doubt at al! that 
the same government began to 
hoard gold so as to be able to 
purchase weapons to fight the 
British. 

READY TO SELL 

Britain's prestige at that time 
was the highest in the whole 
world, and most nations were 
jealous of us When the trouble 
began with the Boers the syim- 
pathy of practically the whole 
world -was, with them. Germany 
and France became ,violently 
pro-Boer, meaning at they 
were violently anti-British. 

Belgium and Holland, too, 
were ready to sell the Boers 
weapons to fight us with. But 
although they wanted to see 
Britain bite the dust they 
would not give the Boers any 
credit. It was not even a case 
of cash on delivery. It was a 
ease of gold before delivery. 

The gold had to be sent by sea 
from South Africa to Europe, 
and Britannia ruled the waves; 
so cunning old “Oom” Paul in- 
sured his gold at Lloyd’s in 
London, against loss at_sea, loss 
incurred by enemy action — 
meaning British action—and in 


sured it with Lloyd's in the 
heart of London! : 
CUSTOMS BRIBED 
Matters became so comonli- 


cated for the Boers that they 
decided the only thing to do 
would be to dispatch £500,000 


‘in gold bars to a bank in South 


America. Previously — British 
spies in South Africa had got 
wind of the shipments to Euro- 
pean countries—which had been 
dealt with effectively. The Boers 
thought thai if they could fet 
their gold to South America, 
dodging British warships. the 
countries from which they wish- 
“¢ to purchase arms could draw 
on the bank where the gold was 
deposited. 

Lloyd’s underwriters had, in 
fact, already paid out on various 
claims made for the total loss of 
previous Boer shipments of 
gold. so.it is perhaps not sur- 
prising to learn that some diffi- 
culties arose concerning the in 
surance of this particular £509,- 
000 in gold bars, The means of 
insurance were indirect ones. 
came the question of how. to 
transport the gold secretly 

The Transvaal, as the Boer 
Republic was called, was a land- 
locked country; so of course, 
having no sea, there were’ no 
sailors. The gold bars were 
placed in twelve boxe, which in 
turn were placed in, farm wag- 
ons and driven to the borders 
of Portuguese East Africa where 
customs dfficialg were bribed to 
allow the gold to proceed to 
Delagoa Bay 

The Boers -had chartered a 
battered old sailing vesse] that 
leaked badly The gold was hid- 
den under sand ballast, and 
with a nondescript crew of half- 
castes the ship put to sea. When 


_ghe ran into a violent storm the 


captain made for Durban. Once 
again he put to Sea--into an 
ever more violent storm. The 
shin «truck a reef at’Cape Vidal 
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olf Zululand and broke in two. 
The crew were saved, but the 
precious cargo was left behind. 

In thé course of time news of 
ihe smuggled gold reached the 
ears of an English adventurer 
named Hall. who was living in 
Pretoria, the Boer capital. He 
made up his mind to go to Cape 
Vidal to see if he could get his 
hands on it.

He got to the wreck and had 
a swim round. Then he went 
back and organized a salvage 
expedition. 

Within a short time Hall and 
six other men returned to the 
work. But now they found that 
Boer spies were on their trail, 
so the expedition went to Dur- 
ban, temporarily ” abandoning 
the quest. There Hall organ- 
ized another expedition and 
sailed for Cape Vidal. 

He had obtained the best 
equipment he could find; the 
divers werc all experienced 
men, Yet it seemed as if the 
elements themselves were de- 
fending Kruger’s gold against 
the treasure seekers. A violent 
storm sprang up and it stayed 
with the divers all the way from 
Durban to Cape Vidal.

The mofning after he 
had conceived the idea there was 
a terrific thunderstorm -which 
eaused a hundred head of cattle 
om. the prison farm to break 
away and escape to the open 
eountry. 

The governor picked out two 
eonvicts who were serving long 
sentences for hurglary and sent 
them out to round up the fugitive 
eanttle.

“I want you two to bring’ all 
those cattle back,” he told them. 


The convicts promised to come 
back with the cattle. The gover- 
nor gave them horses and enough 
food for a week. As they were 
setting out one of the men said 
to him, “Those cattle may have 
strayed some distance. so don’t 
be worried if you don’t hear 
from us.” 


But the governor did begin to 
worry when, after ten days, he 
had. heard nothing of the men. 

On the eleventh day, however, 
back came the convicts with all 
the missing cattle. They had had 
hard rides over rough country 
and, not being experienced cow- 
boys, had had great difficulty in 
rounding up the cattle. But they 
had made good—and each re- 
ceived a remission of his sen- 
tence. 

Granting privileges to convicts 
can have amazing results, as the 
governor of a jail in the Middle- 
West of the United States dis- 
covered some years ago. 

At a prison concert one convict 
revealed that he was a first-class 
pianist. A talent spotter wha 
heard him offered him a radio 
contract and he gave a broad- 
cast performance from the pris- 
on—with the governor's permiis- 
sion, of course. 

So extraordinary was'the wave 
of hysteria aroused by his music 
that he was pardoned halfway 
through his sentence and drove 
out of the prison gates in a new 
car, fhe gift of his admirers. 

In the car were 50 silk shirts, 
300,000 cigarettes, twelve suits of

clothes, eight spare tires and 
three Airedale terriers—ail gifts 
from his radio fans. 

In his pockets. were $3,000 in, 
cash and a two-year rousic hall 
contract at an enormous salary. 
Other gifts he had received while 
in prison included forty ducks 
one ton of candy and two Ger- 
man police dogs

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Squatter Lived in 
Windsor Castle 


The traffic swirls alongside 
Windsor Great Park and some- 


times a small grey couple joins . 


the stream, driven by a slim, 
girlish figure, a coloured: scarf 
around her head. There is no. 
special policeman on point duty 
and often the grey car has to 
wait for a lull in the holiday 
rush along the main road. — 
Few of the passing drivers re- 
alize that the motofist whom 


“ they are keeping waiting is the 


Queen. This anonymity truly 
typifies the Queen's keen en- 
joyment of her  least-known 
home, her “maisonette in a grey 
fOwer’ at»’Windsor. 

At one time the Court went 
to Windsor Castle only for East- 
er and Ascot week and special 
furniture had to be taken from 
London. When the Palace. serv- 
ants wished to date the future 
movements of royalty, they used 
to inquire whether a_ certain 
desk would be in or out of town. 


Now the Queen like to pop 
down to Windsor whenever she 
tan snatch a spare week-end. 
The suite she occupies in the 
Victoria Tower was presented 
to her as a home of her own 
when she was a girl of eighteen 
... and nowhere can the Queen 
and her husband enjoy greater 
relaxation- and privacy. 

In the little dining-room—con- 
verted from a former pantry— 
Her Majesty once highly en- 
fertained her father by serving 
a meal she had cooked herself, 
and the late King so appreciated 
the comfort of her rooms that 
he jokingly declared he would 
like to move over! 

Naturally, the Queen has little 
time for cooking nowadays. But 
her self-contained suite still has 
its own tiny kitchen; and an ap- 
petizing whiff of eggs and ba- 
con mingles occasionally . with 
the castle’s air of grandeur. 

This is the latest charming 
twist in the Windsor story . .. 
the saga of the thirteen-acre 
fortress that has been the home 
of Britain’s kings and queens 
for nearly 900 years. 

It was from Windsor that King 
John sallied forth to sign the, 
Magna Charta, and in the royal 
library Shakespeare first staged 
his “Merry Wives of Windsor” 
to, entertain Good” Queen Bess. 
At Windsor Henry VIII received 
that .cutting rejection from a 
young French princess .. . “Sire, 
of course I would marry you 
if I had two necks!” 

At Windsor Queen Victoria 
shyly proposed marriage ‘to 
Prince Albert; and whether a 
lady’s\ garter was retrieved from 
the dance floor or riot it was 
certainly within the castle that 
heroic Edward TI founded the 
Order of the Garter in 1344. 

Today, as 7,000 visitors a day 
jostle through the State Apart- 
ments, they see old masters 
worth a million pounds and one 
of the finest collections of ar- 
mour in the world. 

The privileged are often shown 
the bullet that came out of Nel- 
son's heart and Bonnie Prince 
Charlie’s sword, items that King 
George V once dubbed, “Our 
ordinary, everyday treasures. .” 

Everything has happened at 
Windsor. On one occasion 
George IV entertained § three 
three foreign ambassadors to a 
banquet and prankishly sat a 
scared tramp, on his, right .hand. 
Another time a monkey occupied 
the chair of honour and drank 
everything within reach. 

The strange fact remains that 
Windsor Castle is by no means 
as old as it seems. Much of the 
present building did not exist 
160 years ago. Britain without 
Windsor is unthinkable. Yet 
when George III decided to use 
an old tower as a hunting box 
he found that the castle mould- 
ering in decay and infested with 
equatters. 
~ Children from near-by slum 


tenements played follow-my- 
leader and tag through the 
atately rooms. In fact, when 


George IV closed the castle in 
order that it could be used for 
royal private residence, he risk- 
ed unpopularity—for people had 
grown used to wandering where 
they pleased. 

Rights of way were established 
that still hold good in some 
parts of the castle, despite the 
sentries! 

To make room for the new 
wonders of Windsor, the archi- 
tects planned the wonderful 2,- 
900 foot terrace; and there is also 
‘an internal corridor 550 feet long 
where both Queen Victoria and 
King George VI are said to 
have practised their first rides 
in wheelchairs. 

There are still many ghostly 
eorners of Windsor Castle which 
are seldom explored. A staircase 
near the Sovereign's Entrance 
bears the notice: “No one under 
any circumstances whatever ie 
allowed to ascend or descend 
this stairway.” A pompous offi- 
cial i¢ supposed have tumbled 
through crumbling stonework 
and found himself in a sewer

and his wife. Mary Anne Thomp- 
son. :

halter round her neck and then 
explained to the astonished and 
arnused crowd that they had de- 
cided to part, and that she was 
up for auction for anybody who 
wanted her. 
: “She has become my tormen- 
tor, a daily curse, a night inva- 
sion and a daily devil. But .she 
can make butter, sing Moore’s 
melodies and plait her frills and 
caps. I therefore offer her, with 
all her prefections and imper- 
fections, for the sum of fifty 
shillings.” 

Through this strange perfor- 
mance Mary Thompson smiled to 
her friends and generally behav- 
ed as though being auctioned by 
her husband was a daily occur- 
rence. Yet there were no bids. 
And although Thompson talked 
for nearly an hour everybody 
treated it as a joke 

At the last minute, however, a 
stranger on the outside of the 
crowd, who had a retriever dog 
on a leash, pushed his way 
through to the front and bid a 
pound. 

“I'll take twenty shillings and 
the dog,” said Thompson, and in 
a minute the deal was done. 
Mrs. Thompson joined her new 
owner and the transaction~ was 
solemnly recorded by the clerk 
of-thé market in his ledger. The 
ledger implies that Mary went 


‘ without resistance /and calmly 


accepted the whole procedure. 


For England, at least, that was 
a strange business, although the 
auctioneering of slaves was com- 
mon enough elsewhere. A-.fac- 
simile of the ‘Bermuda Gazette’ 
for January 25th, 1817 makes 
strange reading to-day: 


TO BE SOLD BY VENDUE 
At the Subscribers’ Auction 
Room on Tuesday next

But even to-day drama in the 
auction room is a common thing. 
At famous auction rooms such as 
Sotheby's or Christie's small for- 
tunes change hands in a matter 
of minutes and fabulous prices 
are paid for strange or rare ob- 
jects. Once the staggering sum 
of £364,094 was bid in a single 
day at Christie’s—it was during 
the sale of the Holford Collec- 
tfon—and on another occasion 
£60,090 was bid for a single pic- 
ture, Romney’s “Mrs. Daven- 
port.”

In London every month a very 
strange auction sale takes place 
in which the items offered for 
sale are the prospects of life and 
death. The auctioneer sells re- 
versions and life policies. The 
life policy of an old lady of 
eighty-eight is announced as “an 
attractive proposition,” implying 
that it can’t be too long before 
the policy is paid up. 

But much depends on the 
health and potential longevity of 
the person in whose name the 


- life policy is held, A reversion 


is a sum of money due from 
somebody's will (somebody who 
has already died, of course, 
otherwise the purchaser of the 
reversion might find that a co- 
dicil has made his property val- 
ueless) or under some legal 
settlement. ° 


Many people who cannot be 
bothered. to wait for years to 
receive benefits and legacies 
auction their rights in this way. 
“ But propably quite the oddest 
item ever brought to an auction 
room was a man’s arm in spirit, 
together with a sword. Sotheby’s

But inquiries were made about 
their origin, with such good re- 
sult that they were found to be 
of the greatest historical inter- 
est and of particular sentimental 
value to Scotsmen.

An auction sale unique in his- 
tory took place at Holborn Hall 
in London last November, when 
titles were offered for sale. For 
over three hundred years a fam- 
ily of Essex country solicitors 
have collected manor rolls, maps 
and records which carry with 
them the title of lord of the 
manor. 

The titles, of course, derive 
from the days of feudalism; and 
Horace Beaumont and John 
Beaumount were, until the sale 
was over, lords of nearly fifty 
manors in various counties. 
Their strange collection was 
knocked down for nearly £10,- 
000, many people acquiring the 
right to call themselves lord. of 
the manor for a few hundred 
pounds, 

Although Americans were 
keenly interested in the sale, the 
Master of the Rolls, Sir Ray- 
mond Evershed, decided that on 
no account would these ‘historic 
documents be allowed to leave 
the country.

The latest chemical aid in 
grasshopper control is methoxy- 
chlor. For grasshopper control a 
methoxychlor spray is prepared 
from a wettable powder and 
is applied at the rate of three 
pounds to the acre. Best results 
are obtained when the control 
program is started as soon as the 
insects begin to hatch in the 
spring.

Methoxychlor is said to give 
slower and lower kills than 
some other insecticides, but it 
still prevents any serious grass- 
hopper damage and leaves no 
harmful residue on crops. This 
low toxicity feature means that 
it can be Used on pasture crops 
where dairy cows or beef cattle 
graze or on other vegetation 
used for animal feed.

To check this safety factor, 


the United States Department 
of Agriculture fed milking cows 
for periods of from 40 to 80 
days on alfalfa containing resi- 
dues of the insecticide ranging 
from 16 to 109 parts a million. 
The milk was analyzed at 10 day 
intervals but no methoxychlor 
could be detected. Approximate- 
ly 100 times as much methoxy- 
chlor as DDT must be fed before 
it becomes detectable in milk, it 
was reported. é 


‘Flying Horsemen’ 
Lead Exciting Lives 


The Skipper of a west coast 
boat looked up aghast one sum- 
mer’s day a, few years ago. 
Swooping toward him, silhouet- 
ted against low-hanging cloud, 
was a trim little seaplane with 
an official look about it, Sten- 
cilled along one side were the 
legend MP and the unmistakable 
insignia of the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police. 
The skipper’s amazement was 
compounded when the plane 
landed alongside and the pilot 
much in the manner of a high- 
way patrolman, signalled him to 
heave to.

This was another incident in. 


the day’s routine of a small, al- 
most anonymous band of police- 
men who patrol the longest lone- 
liest beat in the world. For 
these were members of that little- 
known adjunct of the famed 
RCMP—the Air Division.

credible they read like fiction. 

They've taken census of the 
extinct trumpeter swan and 
showered humen ashes on &, 
mountain. They've shadowed 
smugglers, tracked rob 
spied liquor stills, reconnoite 
forest fires, photographed disast- 
er ventres, dropped parachutista, 
rescued babies and found bodies, 

The swan-counting took place 
in British Columbia's Tweeds- 
muir Park. Ornithologists went 
aloft with woods wise ROMP 
pilots and, cruising low over 
likely looking areas, hunted fox 
nests, When nests were spotted, 
the planes would land on the 
nearest lakes and the ornitholo- 
gists would complete the work.

Canadian Rate Care oe 
it will be the 96th running of. the oldest econtinuously-run 
_ classic on the American continent. In actual quality of horse- 
flesh this race doesn’t pretend to measure up to the Epsom 
Derby, or the Kentucky Derby,.but it does possess something 
which neither of those glamorous races can boast. For keen 
sporting interest, for “neighbour vs. neighbour” rivairy, with 
perhaps a score of notable Ontario and other Canadian stables 
competing the event has no counterpart anywhere. It is a 
gala day in Toronto, and has been for almost a cengury. 


It was in 1859 that a Toronto turf club followed the. ex- 
ample set by sportsmen of Quebec 23 years before, and peti- 
tioned Queen Victoria for a royal donation of 50 guineas for a 
Queen's Plate “te be run at Toronto, or such other place in 
Upper Canada, as Her Majesty might appoint.” 


From that year to this, the reigning monarch has made 


this donation. 


Canadian racing history was made when the Ontario 
Jockey Club enjoyed the signal honour of the presence of 
King George VI/with the Queen Mother for the 80th running 


of the King’s Plate. 


The death of King George VI* changed the name to 
Queen's Plate again, and, as a lover of racing, who campaigns 
a very successful stable, it was only natural that Queen Eliza- 
beth II continued the donation, To the 50 guineas from Her 
Majesty, the Ontario Jockey Club adds $15,000, 


Quebec's Plate, started in 1836 in the reign of King 
William IV, but not run continuously, has.now vanished from 


the scéne, with harness racing replaci 


the runners, But 


the Ontario Queen’s Plate, while having its last running .at 
the famous old Woodbine track, will be continued on another 
course and its sporting rivalry will continue to flourish in 


years te come,

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When steeplejack Peter Jek- 
ubs slipped recently from a 100- 
ft. tower on which he was work- 
ing at Baltimore, he caught his 
leg in a rope and hung head 
down for sixty-five minutes. 

iremen rushed to his ai 
with their tallest ladder. Th 
cootheaded steeplejack chatted 
cheerfully to them as_ they 
glimbed to him. But just as they 
were putting a safety-belt round 
his waist the rope suddenly 
snapped, and he spun 100 ft. to 
the ground, suffering multiple 
injuries but escaping death. 

In spite of the most modern 
safety precautioris, the steeple- 
jack’s job remains one of the 
most perilous in the world, Most 
of the men are the sons and 
grandsons of steeplejacks and 
seem to have no sense of fear. 


To be successful, a steeple- 
jack must have fingers and mus- 
cles of. steel, and no nerves to 
speak of. Mr. Will Larkins, 
member of a famous family of 
them, once nearly fell from the 
top of the Nelson Column in 
Trafalgar Square, owing to his 
feet whpping on an inch-thick 
layer Bf greasy soot with which 
the platform supporting the 
*statue was covered. 


He only managed ‘to save him- 
self — he was lying on his back 
‘at the time — by using his el 
bows as brakes.

Two armed men robbed the Tor- | 
onto4Dominion Bank, at  Marmora, | 
yesterday morning and got away | 
with over $5,000. They, gained entry | 
to the bank before it opened for | 
business, by holding up the account- | 
ant, Roy Moss, as he reported for | 
work about 8.30 a.m. They tied him | 
up and waited for the arrival of the | 
other members of the staff, tied! 
them up as they reported for work, | 
and escaped with the cash ‘and the | 
bank’s guns. | 
The men escaped in a 1942 black | 
automobile, which was later found! 
abandoned near Peterborough. 
G. H. Clarkson, of the bank's head | 


office, said in Toronto, the two men |

They 
waited for the time-lock on the 
vault to go off but became panicky 
before it did. 

They left with money taken from 
a teller's compartment, Mr. Clarkson 
said.

The rice grew swiftly while 


we were gone during the sum- 
mer and when we came back in 
late September the fields were 
dry again and the grain stood 
high and yellow. Then came the 
harvesting when once more the 


farm family sallied forth and 
with hand. sickles cut the 
sheaves, and tied them and 


stacked them and carried them 
to the threshing floors in front 
of the farmhouse. There the 
sheaves were spread and\men 
and women lifted the swinging 
bamboo flails and beat out the 
grain. Women swept up the 
grain and spread it in winnow- 
ing baskets and men tossed it 
up for the wind to clean. 

When at last the rice was 
harvested it was piled into vats 
made of clean rice straw woven 
into matting and shaped and tied 
into containers. There was poet- 
ry in every movement of the 
blue-clad peasants, and I see it 
all clear in my mind. today, a 
series of exquisite and symbolie 
pictures,» memorized through 
half my tifetime. 

Only in Java, years later, did 
I see the process whole and 
simultaneous, for there upon the 
richest soil and with the finest 
rice climate in the world, plant- 
ing and harvesting went on in 
adjacent fields, the earth in con- 
tinual production so that while 
some farmers transplanted seed- 
lings into the water others bore 
home the sheaves. When I think 
of Java, I see handsome brown 
men carrying on their shoulders 
sheaves of rice, heavy-headed 
and cut as exactly even as 
strands of yellow silk. — From
